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DETAILED ACTION 

This is responsive to Applicant's amendment filed on 9/25/07. 
All the amendment filed on 9/25/07 will be entered. 

Upon consideration and review of the Applicant's Appeal Brief, all the previous 
rejection has been withdrawn and the following rejection has been made. Any 
inconvenience to Applicant is regretted. 

Claims 1-12, 14-15, 22-23, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Claus et al in view of Fabian [USPUB 20030140659]. 

In re Claims 1-12, 14-15, 22-23, and 27, Claus et al disclose a method of 
manufacturing an optical fiber, and the optical fiber comprising; 

(1) forming a perform comprising a bundle of elongate elements arranged to form a first 
clad region and a second core region [fig. 1]; 

(ii) drawing the perform into the fiber, wherein the bundle of elongate 

elements comprises a plurality of elongate elements of dielectric material [column 1, 
l]0007]. 

Claus et al teach in ^0028, and 110032 that the cladding material can be used 
with different doping material, and the core and the cladding is made of glass material. 

Therefore, it Is clear that different level of purity of dielectric material are utilized 
in the core and cladding glass material as Applicant claimed in the claims. 
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Claus et al disclose every aspect of claimed invention except for the OH content 
in core and cladding. 

Fabian discloses a manufacturing process of an optical fiber and teach in 
fig. 4 that the OH content in core is smaller than that in cladding. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify Claus et al device to include the claimed OH 
content as shown in Fabian's reference for the purpose of controlling the optical 
attenuation [see Fabian's 1|0021]. It is clear that this would improve the device. 

In re claims 8 and 14, Claus et al teach in 110032 that the different refractive index 
material is utilized in the device. 

In re claims 22, 23, and 27, the claimed different OH content is clearly shown in 
110015 of the Fabian reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-7, 16, and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of manufacturing optical 
fiber, and the optical fiber comprising all the specific elements with the specific 
combination including the first region including at least one second purity element as set 
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forth in claims 3 and 17; including the second region including at least part of at least 
one of the first purity element as set forth in claims 5 and 16.
